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THE MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


It is my pleasure at this time to present to the citizens 
of the City of Barre my report and message upon the closing 
of the 35th year of the existence of our city. 


It has been necessary this year to continue the unusual 
amount of work resulting from the necessity of reconstruc- 
tion by reason of the great damage to streets, sidewalks and 
bridges caused by the great flood of November, 1927. While 
the work thas not as yet been fully completed we have made 
great progress this year and in all probability it will be fully 
completed during the ensuing year. In this connection, the 
Brook Street bridge was built during the past year. 


During the past year there has been paid to the Treasurer 
of the City of Barre $14,543.13 from the State of Vermont by 
virtue of the special act passed at the special session of the 
Legislature in 1927. This makes a total of $54,313.54 which 
has been paid to the City of Barre by the State of Vermont 
for flood repairs, and we have claims which have gone forward 
to the Highway Department for allowance and are now await- 
ing disposition by the Highway Board. 

The Street Department has been active during the year 
and the streets, sidewalks and bridges are better now than 
they were a year ago. An extra tax of fifteen cents on the 
dollar for sidewalk construction was voted early in the spring 
and this enabled us to build many much needed sidewalks. I 
recommend a special tax of fifteen cents for the coming year. 
It ‘has been demonstrated again that tar properly applied 
makes a great improvement and this is especially true on hills 
subject. to wash without it. I recommend the extension of 
this work as rapidly as funds will permit. 


On Washington Street, beginning at the end of the ce- 
ment pavement and extending southerly a distance of about 
800 feet to the southerly line of the Storr’s property a con- 
crete sidewalk, curbing and pavement were built on the west- 
erly side of the street. I recommend that the other side to- 
gether with the strip occupied by the trolley track be com- 
pleted easterly to the southerly line of the Storrs property 
in 1930. This can be done without a special tax. However, 
I call your attention that the water main here is cement lined 
pipe and I recommend that it be replaced with cast irom pipe 
before the street is paved. 
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The rapidly increasing use of automobiles for winter 
travel has resulted in a strong demand for improvements on 
the back streets which become difficult to travel in the spring. 
Several bad places have been improved during the past year 
by the construction of stone base and gravel road and I recom- 
mend that this work be continued as rapidly as funds will 
permit. 

No report of our activities would be complete without 
mention of the development of the Recreational Park which 
was started this past summer. In the spring a committee of 
about 25 men and women, composed of members of various 
clubs, organizations, and the City Council was formed for the 
purpose of selecting the best site available for a municipal 
swimming pool. After examining many locations, obtaining 
estimates of cost and carefully considering the matter it was 
decided that the most attractive location was along the 
Stephens Branch from the ice house dam to the McFarland 
dam, a distance along the river of over one-half mile from the 
river to the Williamstown track. 


Whereupon a city meeting was duly called and an appro- 
priation of $15,000.000 was voted at that meeting The How- 
land pasture, the power right and other rights to the ice 
house dam, formerly owned by George McFarland and mowing 
owned by E. O. Dizotell were bought. Access to the property | 
may be had by the way of Mill Street; a right-of-way from 
South. Main Street near the ice house dam; a new road and 
bridge which have been constructed just north of George 
Tucker’s house; a right-of-way across property of George 
McFarland near the community camp ground and across City 
Property near the McFarland and Boyce springs. 


Besides building the road and bridge near the Tucker 
house from South Main Street to the property, the river bed 
was cleared of snags and fallen trees, the river banks were 
cleared of much unsightly brush; two dressing rooms, one for 
ladies and one for men were built, and a concession stand or 
headquarters building was erected; a temporary dam was built 
to provide swimming, the buildings were supphed with water, 
toilets and sewers, a life saver and an overseer were engaged; 
a baseball field with a back stop was made available for play- 
ing, and 1000 watt flood light was installed near the ice house 
dam to accommodate those who desire to skate there at night. 

The park has already attracted to it many people seeking 
relaxation and recreation. It offers abundant possibilities for 
future development. It will be recalled that Barre has no 
suitable baseball and football field. These may be obtained 
and placed in first-class condition by grading and leveling off 
a portaon of the Dizotell mowing. This area provided ample 
room for a grand stand, bleechers and a quarter mile running

track. It cannot be denied that such a field would be a great 
asset to the city. 


Locations for two tennis courts, a volley ball court, and a 
basket-ball court have been selected and require a small 
amount of grading to put them in usable condition. Of course 
nets and suitable equipment would be necessary. Then some 
attractions at the swimming pool, such as diving boards, floats, 
toboggan chutes, etc., could well be furnished. 


There are also many additional ways in which attractions 
may be introduced from time to time. Of the initial appro- 
priation there is now a balance of about $2,000.00, and here I 
desire to say that in my opinion this property would sell for an 
amount equal to or greater than the amount the city has 
spent. To make a suitable baseball field, football field, quar- 
ter-mile track, tennis courts, volley ball court, basketball 
court and provide various attractions at the swimming pool, 
a life saver, and instructor $10,000.00 will be needed for 1930. 
Such an amount raised early in the spring would enable the 
city to have the advantages of_all these splendid attractions 
all through the year and years to come. I recommend that 
such an appropriation be made. 

The question of building a memorial home in the memory 
of the late O. D. Shurtleff, donor of the Shurtleff trust fund 
for the care of the poor, has been considered from time to time 
_during the past year year and in this connection a city meet- 
ing has been theld which resulted in the voters turning down 
the proposal to erect at this time a memorial building. I feel 
that the policy which has been adopted by the city of allowing 
that fund to accumulate until it is large enough to build a 
memorial is a very proper policy to pursue in view of the con- 
ditions existing in Barre at the present time. During the 
past year electric lights have been installed at the city poor 
farm and the house quite generally renovated with the result 
that the city poor farm now furnishes comfortable quarters 
for the few persons to whom it is necessary to furnish a home. 
During the past year the greatest number of persons quar- 
tered at the poor farm at any one time has been seven. The 
charity department has been very active and efficient in fur- 
nishing assistance wherever it was needed and in the investi- 
gation of all applicatons for same. 

The net income of the water department shows an in- 
crease of $7,537.57 over 1928 and when we consider that the 
year 1928 showed an increase of approximately $7,000.00 the 
report is indeed gratifying. In addition to this net increase 
it must be considered that we have this year installed meters 
on the stonesheds to such an extent that the stone sheds are 
practically 100% metered. The cost of installation of meters 
during the past year was $4,988.02. During the past year the

city voted to take up the city’s options on the pipe line rights 
over Trow Hill and to purchase certain lands for a site for a 
dam and for the purpose of protecting the water supply in 
Orange and has thereby given the stamp of approval of the 
city to the project which has been so seriously agitated of lay- 
ing a high pressure pipe line around Trow Hill. This work 
should be undertaken at the earliest possible moment. There 
seems.to be no question from investigations made during the 
past year and previously but that the Orange supply is the 
supply to develop. 

The Water Department has contracted for the purchase of 
the Hersey water system at an agreed price of $4,000.00 which 
includes the system and 27 services. I consider this a very 
good purchase and it will not only tend to increase the income 
of the department during the coming year but will be useful 
in furnishing some services of some of the higher sections that 
we are now unable to furnish. The foregoing is but another 
instance of the faithful service rendered to the city by Chair- 
man Keast and Superintendent of Streets, Thurman W. Dix. 

The Fire Department under Chief Heney thas continued 
its usual efficient work. I offer for consideration the proposal 
which has been made to erect a sub-station in the north end to 
serve the stone sheds in that. vicinity. 

During the past year there have been some changes in 
our Police Department. Deputy Chief F. A. Worthen has re- | 
signed and Officer Dennis Donahue has been appointed to fill 
the vacancy. ‘Chief Sullivan, with his regular force and the 
new Deputy Chief and Reserve Officer Jack Sommers, are look- 
ing after the law enforcement in our city. 

The city has taken up and paid during the past year notes 
and bonds aggregating $58,364.97. There are $49,000.00 of 
North Barre School bonds due April, 1934 and $65,500.00 of 
Spaulding School bonds due October, 1934, making a total of 
$114,500.00 to be paid in 1934. At the present time there is 
a deposit of cash known as the School Bond Sinking Fund, 
amounting to $22,011.78. This amount at compound interest 
for five years would amount to $26,815.00 at the end of 1934 
and some provision must be made to raise the remaining 
$87,685.00 which will be necessary to retire said bonds. I 
would recommend a special tax of $.15 each year to provide 
for this contingency. In this connection the present admin- 
istration has added to the aforesaid School Bond Sinking Fund 
by $5,000.00. 

The total outstanding indebtedness of the city by way of 
bonds and notes is $396,945.00, which is a decrease over the 
outstanding indebtedness of the City of Barre for 1928 of 
$12,768.82. 
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I take advantage of this opportunity to express my ap- 
preciation of the willing and efficient services rendered our 
City Council and to the citizens of Barre by our City Attorney 
Deane C. Davis. 

In closing I wish to thank all of the members of the City 
Council, our efficient City Clerk, and all heads of the various 
departments and all citizens for their cooperation which they 
have given me during this past year. I will always look back 
upon this past year with a great deal of pleasure.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
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To the Honorable City Council of the City of Barre, Vt., 


Gentlemen: 

We herewith submit our report for the year ending Dec- 
ember 31, 1929. 

We are pleased to state that the finances of the City of 
Barre are in a very satisfactory condition. Some of the de- 
partments of the city expended money in excess of their ap- 
propriations as granted under last year’s budget. This is often 
the case as unforseen conditions arise in different departments 
from year to year. 

During the year 1929, we have retired Hope Cemetery 
bonds to the amount of $16,153.80 and Elmwood Cemetery 
bonds amounting to $4,687.85, thus completing the retire- 
ment of all cemetery bonds. We have made plans for adding 
$5,000.00 to the fund for the retiring of the school bonds in 
1934. There is now for this purpose at interest in the Barre 
Trust Co., the sum of $22,011.78. 

We have issued $9,755.00 in notes of the $35,000.00 author- 
ized by the citizens at the city meeting held on July 22, 1929, 
for the purpose of taking up options on the proposed pipe line 
right of way over Trow Hill. These notes are held by the 
Granite Savings Bank & Trust Co., and are payable as follows: 
$5,000.00 on December 16, 1935 and $4,755.00 on December 31, 
1936. The Quarry Savings Bank & Trust Co., hold notes to 
the amount of $15,000.00 ‘which was authorized at the city 
meeting held June 12, 1929, for the purchase and develop- 
ment of a swimming pool and recreation field. These notes 
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are payable as follows: $5,000.00 on each of the following 
dates, July 10, 1930, December 16, 1931, and December 16, 
1982. 

We have received from state highway board the sum of 
$14,543.13 to apply on our bills for fiood damage. There is 
more due from the state at the present time. There is now 
on deposit in the Quarry Savings Bank & Trust Co., $35,398.47 
which is to be used to retire the flood bonds as they become 
due. 

The total indebtedness of the city on January 1, 1930 is 
$396,945.00, of which $9,755.00 is water debt. 

We recommend that a special tax of 15 cents be raised 
for the next four years and that this sum be added to the 
school bond fund in order to retire the school bonds amount- 
ing to $114,500.00 in 1934. We also recommend a special tax 
of 15 cents for sidewalk purposes as was done in 1929. 

In order to further the development of the swimming 
pool and recreation field,’ the citizens should vote a bond 
issue of $10,000.00 this year.

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMITTEE 


O 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Barre, Vt. 


Gentlemen : 
We herewith submit our report for the year ending Dee- 
ember 31, 1929. 
Due to extensive building, the metering of services and 
the street and sidewalk program the water department has 
had a busy year. 
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Forty-six new and eighteen revived services have been 
added, and many services have been replaced under perma- 
nent work such as Washington Street pavement and cement 
sidewalks. Services were also replaced in the stone-shed dis- 
trict where meters were installed. 

Eighty-four meters were installed, of these twenty-seven 
were placed at stone sheds. This makes the stone sheds 
close to one hundred per cent. metered. 

Seven hydrants have been replaced by newer models. 

Extensions have been made on Midway, Garden, Bank, 
Orange, Nelson, Beckley and Railroad Streets, Fortney Place, 
and Stafford Avenue. 

A new water wheel has been installed, and the roof of the 
reservoir building has been repaired at pe McFarland & 
Boyce System. 

At Martin Brook there was a washout at the southern end 
of the cement dam which has been repaired. Ten thousand 
trees, spruce and pine, have been ES at. the Mekkelson 
Farm, 

A section of the pipe line on the East Barre Road was re- 
laid to allow for an extension of a culvert at that point. 

It seems a matter of decided importance that attention 
be again called to the condition of the cement lined pipe of 
the Orange main. Wherever there has been a break it has 
been found to be in a very rusty and weakened condition. It 
is imperative that this be remedied to insure our supply of 
water and reduce the fire hazard. 

We recommend that two hundred (200) house meters be 
installed this year; that ten thousand (10,000) or more trees 
be planted; that the intake at the Bolster reservoir be cleaned 
and repaired; that more land be purchased around the Orange 
reservoir and that steps be taken to replace the old cement 
lined pipe. 

We wish to commend Superintendent T. W. Dix and his 
assistants for the efficient manner in which the department 
has been conducted. _

New Connections 


Comparison of the table below with a similar table in 
the last previous report shows a net gain of 64 connections of 
which 46 are new connections and 18 are rivived.

Hydrants 


All hydrants have been maintained in good condition. 
Whenever it has become necessary to replace a hydrant, it has 
been replaced with one provided with a pumper nozzle in ad- 
dition to the regular hose nozzles. In some cases where hy- 
drants have been damaged by automobiles, arrangements have 
been made with abutting property owners to set the hydrants 
‘back of the sidewalk. Thus far experience indicates that 
such hydrants are much less liable to damage from traffic. All 
hydrants are inspected regularly throughout the winter to 
keep them in working condition. Records are kept of each 
inspection and hydrants which continually give trouble are 
dug up and conditions remedied so that they give little or no 
trouble afterwards. So much of this ‘work has been done 
that the cost of maintaining hydrants through the winter has 
been greatly reduced and the average condition of hydrants 
improved, 
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Meters. 


The department has been particularly active this year 
in the installation of meters, and now has the commercial 
users nearly 100 per cent metered. Some of the smaller com- 
mercial users were not metered where the service pipe is 
small, where the expense of metering is high or where freez- 
ing of meters is likely. When the task of metering the stone 
sheds was undertaken in 1927 it became at once apparent 
that it was most desirable to place many meters in pits out- 
side the buildings. A study was undertaken and inquiries 
made to find a satisfactory design of a pit to meet all re- 
quirements. No such pit was found in use so one ‘was de- 
signed according to our best judgment. It is a pleasure to 
say that while these outside pits have not been perfect, not a 
single meter has yet frozen in one of them. It is urged that 
metering of domestic users be continued and that at least 
200 be installed in 1930. 


Martin Brook Intake. 


A small repair job became necessary at the dam when 
the frost went out of the ground. The flood left the bank at 
one end of the dam in a weakened condition and water final- 
ly found a way around the structure. Timely emergency re- 
pairs prevented larger damage and when conditions permit- 
ted, permanent repairs were completed. 


Reservoirs 


All reservoirs have been periodically inspected and all 
structures have been found in good condition, except the in- 
take at Bolster Reservoir which needs some repairing. 


Orange Main. 


The City report of 1928 states the facts regarding the 
Orange main as I find them. You are respectfully referred 
to that report. 


McFarland & Boyce System. 


The roof to the reservoir 'was repaired, a new water 
wheel was installed at the pump house, and a belt drive aux- 
illary motor was changed to a chain drive. The piping system 
has been maintained in good condition.

Equipment. 


The Dodge truck which saw much hard service and was 
in poor condition, was turned in toward a new Graham truck. 
This truck is in excellent condition. All other equipment is 
being maintained in good condition. A tapping machine for 
connections 2 inches and up, ‘was purchased. 


Reforestation. 


This year 10,000 pine seedlings were set out at the Mar- 
tin Brook farm. 


General. 


Recently a report was circulated that this department 
overdrew its appropriation by $10,000.00. Instead of over- 
drawing its account, there was a balance at the end of the 
year of more than $6,000.00. 


Shortly before Christmas a drop in pressure occurred in 
both the Orange and Bolster systems. During the day Orange 
pressure dropped 30 pounds and Bolster 10, but pressures re- 
turned to normal during the night only to fall off again the 
next morning. Immediately 1t was concluded that there was 
a leak. A thorough search was made for several days and 
only one leak found and that a comparatively small one, in 
a 3-4-inch service pipe. The reducing pressure chamber was 
opened wide and made no difference, for it 'was already run- 
ning full capacity. Gradually the pressure improved and re- 
turned to normal. This is mentioned merely to show that 
normal consumption of water, will at times exceed the nor- 
mal capacity of pipes to supply same, and this actually took 
place after the stone sheds- were practically all metered. 

Even though the normal supply of water is entirely in- 
adequate to meet the requirements in case of a bad fire, 
many cases can be sighted when for hours at a time, the nor- 
mal supply is greatly reduced, and no one on earth could help 
it in case of an emergency.

Much of the work of this department has come from 
new buildings and engineering and surveys for the water, 
streets and cemetery departments. | 


Wark for the Water department for making maps of 
house services where none before existed, has been contin- 
ued and should be completed during 1980. 


Again may I mention the need and value of maps on a 
scale of 1 inch equal 20 feet. Only small progress has been 
made in this direction. 


May I recommend for your consideration the installation 
of a rain gauge and a gauge in the river, from which meas- 
urements of rainfall and river heights be taken and recorded 
with dates and hours. Same to be used later for the purpose 
of forecasting river heights and floods at and during storms. 
It is reasonable to believe that such forecasts could be made 
several hours in advance of high water and after a little time 
could be made with a fair degree of accuracy.

Gentlemen : 


We herewith submit the report of the Property Commit- 
tee. 


Practically no repairs or improvements have been made 
during the year at either the City building or the so-called 
Legion building. The latter building should have a coat of 
paint on the wood work the coming Spring. This building is 
leased to th Barre Woman’s Club for another year. 

The Opera House has been without a manager since Sep- 
tember Ist, as Mr. Tom Boyle, the former lessee did not care 
to continue his lease on the house after that date. The com- 
mittee has been endeavoring since then to find a new lessee of 
the house without success up to the present time. Because 
of the present day practice of patronizing the talking movies, 
there doesn’t seem to be sufficient profit in the travelling 
show business to warrant anyone leasing the Opera House at 
the former rental. It may be necessary that this house be 
equipped for the talking movies if the City 1s to continue to 
lease it. Some proposed changes on the ground floor and 
basement of this building are being considered. 

Owing to the rapidly increasing amount of business in the 
City Clerk and Treasurer’s office this department is now bad- 
ly handicapped for room. Some change in this office with a 
possible enlargement of the storage vault will have to be made 
soon. When this biulding was built sufficient space for the 
handling of the amount of business which now falls upon the 
City Clerk’s office was not provided for. The walls must 
be-repainted and redecorated this year. 

The bandstand in the City Park was rebuilt and painted 
this year and is now in good condition. The purchase of the 
new recreation field this year by which a swimming pool for 
summer and skating rink for winter and a good athletic field 
are provided fills a long felt want of the City. This field has 
been partially developed but the athletic field itself requires 
considerable more work done to provide a baseball diamond, 
football field, etc. Certain play ground equipment for the 
smaller children yshould be purchased. There are wonderful 
possibilities in the future development of these grounds and 
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when properly established and equipped we belive our citi- 
zens ‘will readily realize the wisdom of this purchase. We 


hope the necessary funds will be provided for the completion 
and maintenance of this much needed addition to our City.

We herewith submit the report of the Charity Committee 
for the year ending December 31, 1929. 


The City Charity department has for another year been 
efficiently handled by the City Overseer. His detailed report 
gives an account of the receipts and expenditures of this de- 
partment for the year and we invite a careful perusal of 
same. From this it will be noted that the expense for 
the poor department for the year exceeds that of any re- 
cent years. For the past several years a few families have 
been a very heavy expense to the City, as you will note from 
the Overseer’s detailed report, and the expense on these }s 
not decreasing. Another reason for the increased demands 
upon the City for help is attributed to the fact that, apparent- 
ly due to the erroneous idea that times are always good in 
Barre and sufficient work for everyone in the City, farnilies 
without means are constantly moving into the City from near 
and distant towns and there is not always sufficient work for 
all such people and then they are compelled to call upon the 
City for help. Never in previous years has there been the call 
upon the Overseer for help from such families as has been the 
case for the past six months, and there appears to be no im- 
mediate relief from this condition. 1t 1s quite apparent that 
the expense of this department for the coming year will ex- 
ceed the year just closed. 

A change was made early in the year at the City poor 
house and Mrs. Harvey succeeded Mrs. Crandall as ma- 
tron. About the usual number of inmates have been cared 
for as in the past, and we are confident these unfortunate 
people have all necessary attention and care. The house has 
been equipped with electric lights which is an added com- 
fort and convenience to the inmates. 

No progress was made towards the erection of the pro- 
posed Shurtleff Memorial this year although the charity com- 
mittee inspected many proposed locations for a site for this 
building. The attitude of some of the neighbors in the vicin- 
ity of the different proposed locations was such as to make 
it a rather discouraging matter for the committee to make a 
selection of a site. This fund has now reached a sufficient 
amount (nearly $22,000.00), to warrant the erection of this 
building in the near future. 
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Thanks are due Church organizations and the Sa‘:ta 
Claus Club for their assistance to the poor of the City at 
Christmas time and also to the Red Cross organization for 
their co-operation and assistance to the Charity department 
throughout the year.

OF STREETS |

To the Honorable City Council of the City of Barre, Vt.: 
Gentlemen: 


Herewith I respectfully submit my report as superin- 
tendent of streets for the year ending December 31, 1929. 


Streets. 


It may be of interest to some if it should be stated that 
the regular appropriation to the street department from gen- 
eral taxes has been less each year since 1924 than it was in 
1924. The increase in the water department income from 
1924 to 1929 exceeded the increase in the street. department 
appropriation each year. The following table has been com- 
piled, which shows in the last column the reduction from 
general taxes regularly appropriated to the street depart- 
ment.

The above takes no account of special appropriations. 
Special appropriations are for a specific purpose and nothing 
else. Perhaps these figures alone prove nothing in particu- 
lar, but they provide an indication at least of the conidtions 
limiting the activities of this department. The department 
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exceeded its appropriation and income for the year by $2,- 
224.12. This is mentioned merely to correct the report that 
the overdraft was nearly $25,000.00. 

Care has been taken always to so conduct the work that 
duplication would be avoided, that all usable material be 
sorted out and placed where its quality made it suitable for 
use. As noted in previous reports this management has re- 
sulted in some very inexpensive improvements. 


Resurfacing. 


The following streets ‘were re-surfaced with gravel; Wal- 
nut St.; Eastern Ave., Elm St. to Park St.; Elm St. from Tre- 
mont St. to Hall St., and others to be mentioned later under 
sprinkling. 

Construction. 


The concrete pavement on Washington St. was extended 
on the westerly side from its end to the southerly line of H. 
E. Storrs property, a distance of about 800 feet. 

Stone base and gravel road was built on Camp St. from 
Tremont St. easterly about 350 feet; on Long St. from Church- 
ill St. to Water St. a distance of about 300 feet. On Pros- 
pect St. from the overpass or dry bridge westerly a distance 
of about 400 feet; on Tremont St. from Maple Grove easterly 
about 300 feet. 

On North Main St. from Blackwell St. to City Line at the 
greenhouse the trolley rails were removed. Some of the ties 
have been removed and the work of widening the road has 
been started. The widening should be completed as early 
next season as possible and a guard rail ‘will be needed most 
all the way from Willey St. to the greenhouse. 


Crusher. 


The crusher was moved easterly into the pit about 200 
feet- A new crusher was purchased but because of a defec- 
tive part it has not yet been paid for. It is expected that it 
will be replaced with another new one in the spring. Cost 
of crushed gravel in bins was $1.00 per cubic yard. 

Some very good road gravel was taken from the river 
bed just above the Granite street bridge. 


Sidewalks. 


The following concrete sidewalks with curbing and gut- 
ter were built: Washington St. easterly side from Church 
St. to Bolster Ave.; Washing.on St. westerly side from its end 
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to southerly line of H. KE. Storr’s property; Beckley St. from 
No. Main St. to Prospect Ave.; Merchant St. northerly side 
from No. Main St. to A. Tomasi’s easterly line; Keith Ave. 
northerly side from Summer St. to 135 ft. from North Main 
St.; East St. southerly side in front of Dr. J. H. Woodruft’s 
property; Walnut St. southerly side; Humbert St. easterly 
side from Belvidere St. to angle in street; High Holborn St. 
easterly side; Prospect St. northerly side from North Main 
St. to bridge; North Main St. in front of Blanchard block: 
Smith St. easterly side from Berlin St. to Ladd St., Warren 
St. westerly side 60 ft.; and on Brooklyn St. a concrete curb- 
ing and gutter with gravel walk was built on the westerly 
side from Prospect St. to and past the washout. 


Sewers. 


__ The sewers have been maintained in good condition and 
In some cases improvements have been made. 
__ The following sewer extensions have been made: Bel- 
videre St. from manhole on Humbert westerly along Belv) 
dere St. about 100 feet; West St. from manhole westerly to 
Vermont Fruit Co. building a distance of 50 ft.; Maple Ave. 
from manhole near entrance to Hope Cemetery easterly a 
distance of about 220 feet; Nelson St. from manhole in front 
of G. E. Milne residence easterly 400 feet; Stafford St. from 
Nelson St. to J. L. Winchester’s northerly line; Parkside Ter- 
race from South Main St. westerly 150 feet; Garden St. from 
Nelson St. to northerly line of W. A. McLeod’s property; Pros- 
pect St. from Granite and Garfield Ave. to Prospect St. in 
front of A. G. Jacques’ new house; South Main St. from man- 
hole at Parkside Terrace northerly 100 ft.; Prospect St. from 
ere at Hancock Ave. southeasterly toward Allen St. 150 
eet. 
Surface Sewers. 


The surface sewers have all been maintained in good con- 
dition and in many cases drop inlets and manholes have been 
rebuilt. 

The following sewers were built; from North Main St. 
across property of Emslie greenhouse to culvert under rail- 
road; Boynton St. across property of Barclay Bros. to river; 
West St. from North Main St. to Summer St.; and Nelson St. 
across property of G. E. Milne to. Potash brook; several short 
pieces have been built or rebuilt. The disposal of surface wat- 
er is an absolute necessity if we are to enjgy the greatest 
benfit from our streets. Each of the above extensions will 
take care of bad condition. 

It is urgently recommended that surface sewers be ex- 
tended as rapidly as possible. 
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Bridges and Culverts. 


Several culverts of corrugated iron have been installed, 
many others need renewing or rebuilding. 

The bridge floors have been maintained in fairly good 
condition and the department has on hand a considerable 
quantity of bridge planks. 

May I be permitted again to mention the Blackwell and 
Prospect St. bridges. They are both inadequate. 


Sprinkling. 


Your attention is called again to the marked decrease 
made in cost of sprinkling and cleaning Main St. which is 
chiefly due to use of tar on the side streets. In spite of the 
lessened cost, which is only about one-third its former 
amount, Main St. has been kept cleaner this year than for- 
merly. About three miles of streets were added to those re- 
ceiving tar. These streets ‘were scarified shaped, gravel add- 
ed previous to tarring. It is urged that another three miles 
be added in 1930 with special emphasis being given to hill 
streets in the selection of those to be added. Barre was 
again the first town or city in the state to have tar. The 
steam roller began work on the streets the first day it was 
practicable to get it out from its winter berth. 


Health. 


Regular rubbish collections were made throughout the 
season and all were completed on the days scheduled. 


Equipment. 


The equipment has been maintained in good condition 
with the exception of the Macks and Duplex on the sprink- 
ler. These trucks have passed further profitable usefulness 
for the department and should be replaced. 


A second hand Cleveland tractor 'was added to the 
equipment in the spring and it has worked out very well. 


Garage. 


The horse barn has been completed and some small im- 
provements made to the buildings off Burnham street. These 
buildings now form the headquarters of both the street and 
Water Departments, and they aid to a very marked ex- 
tent in the exepdious handling of the work. 
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Further extensions and additions should be made if the 
City is to benefit to the fullest extent in savings made from a 
well arranged modern plant for the conduct of its exceeding- 
ly varied endeavors. The property as it is now returns a 
handsome savings to the city as compared with the expense 
of handling the work as formerly done. 

Much of the equipment is housed back of the Fire Station 
and if this property is to be vacated, other extensions to the 
Burnham St. buildings must be made. The sheds and barn 
back of the fire station occupy choice space and it. is sug- 
gested that this ground could be used much more advantage- 
ously than it is now being used. 


General. 


The efforts of the street department have been greatly 
aided through the co-operation of the Mayor, Aldermen, Em- 
loyees and Citizens, to all of whom | extend my thanks.

We herewith submit our report for the year ending De- 
cember 30, 1929. 


Through the generous cooperation of the citizens in vot- 
ing a special tax, the demand for more permanent sidewalks 
has been greatly aided this year. With the money available 
‘we were unable to build all the walks petitioned for, but it 
has been our aim to lay them in the most needed places. 

Cement sidewalks were constructed on Washington, Wal- 
nut, Merchant, Beckley, Smith, High Holburn, Humbert, Main, 
Warren, Prospect Streets and Keith Avenue. A cement curb 
and gutter with a gravel walk was built on Brooklyn St. The 
granite curb on Eastern Ave. on the westerly side was reset 
and the walk resurfaced with gravel. Many gravel walls have 
been constructed. This work, with the general repairs, has 
put the sidewalks throughout the City in a much improved 
condition. An extension of the cement road on Washington 
Street was made, and this should be continued to the City line. 
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Gravel roads with stone base were built on Tremont, 
Camp, Long, Elm, and Prospect Streets. These jobs will elim- 
inate bad places in these Streets that were almost impassable 
in the muddy season. j 

We have increased the use of tar with such gratifying re- 
sults that we believe that more streets should be treated in 
this manner, especially those on the sidehills. 

The domestic sewer has been extended on West, Nelson, 
South Main, Garden, Prospect, Stafford, and Belvidere streets 
and Maple Avenue. 

Extensions of the surface sewer have been made on Boyn- 
ton, North Main, West, and Nelson Streets. 

To take the place of some worn out trucks, a new Inter- 
national was contracted for, to be delivered in January, 1930. 

We recommend a special tax for permanent sidewalks, 
that more streets be tarred, that the State Highway money be 
used to extend the paving on Washington Street, and that 
more surface sewers be built. 

In closing we want to thank all who have assisted this 
Department in any way.

Gentlemen: 


We herewith submit our report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1929. 


We feel that our Police department under Chief Sullivan, 
has given efficient service. The City is to be congratulated 
for the comparatively small amount of lawlessness which pre- 
vails, serious infractions of the law like assult, murder, etc., 
being very rare in our City, and if more of this class of crime 
was common, a much larger police force would be required to 
enforce the law. 


The increasing amount of automobile traffic requires a good 
share of the attention of the Police foree. To assist in taking 
care of this traffic another “Stop and Go” signal has been in- 
stalled at City Square and this and the one at Keith Ave., 
help materially in controlling this traffic through our narrow 
Main Street and enables foot travellers to cross the Street in 
safety. A signal of some kind should be installed this year at 
the corner of South Main and Ayers Streets, as this is a bad 
junction point. During the year “Stop” signs have been 
placed at several of the side streets where they enter Main 
Street. Owing to the increased amount of auto traffic it has 
been considered best to retain for the entire year the traffic 
officer previously employed only in the summer months. 

The Police Committee would recommend the purchase of 
a low priced runabout car for use of the department for both 
day and night service. It has been considered that with such 
a car better patrol service could be given the outlying sec- 
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tions of the City than is possible at the present time. The 
purchase price and upkeep of such a car would be small and 
its use would give added efficiency to the force. 

Officer Frank Worthen who has acted as Assistant Chief 
for several years having resigned at the close of the year, Of- 
ficer Dennis Donahue has been promoted to Assistant Chief 
and another regular will soon be appointed to complete the 
force.

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REPORT OF THE OVERSEER OF THE POOR 


January 10th, 1930. 


To the Honorable City Council, 
City of Barre, Vt. 


Gentlemen : 


Following ‘the same form that was used last year, the 
financial statement shows that the net cost to the taxpayers 
for the support of the poor, using actual cash receipts and dis- 
bursements for the year, without regard to “estimated book- 
keeping” is seventeen thousand, one hundred eighty-seven 
dollars and 41 cents. ‘This shows an increase of twenty-seven 
hundred dollars and 66 cents over the preceding year, and 
the only way that I can account for the same is because 
of additional families entering the City, attracted by the idea 
that there is plenty of work tor all here; and that such fami- 
lies do not have another pauper residence in the State. 


Some of our citizens are insisting that paupers be taken 
better care of than in the past, and their insistance, at all 
times, tends to additional expense. I would especially point 
out and emphasize that the tinancial statement conclusively 
shows, that our poor are liberally provided for. I have no 
hesitancy in affirming that there are many poor people, not 
paupers, living in the City, paying their own way, and get- 
ting along on less income per capita than many of our pau- 
pers; and these people also pay taxes to help support the 
others. 

As in the past, our acknowledgements are due to the 
church organizations, fraternal orders, Barre City hospital 
and the Red Cross for material assistance 1n very Many cases. 
‘The City Council has hkewise been diligent and co-operative 
in the work of the department, the Chairman of the Charity 
committee, being especially active in seeing that SERENE 
has been done for the poor during the year. 


The City Farm is very carefully looked after by the 
present matron, Mrs. Mary C. Harvey, whose sympathetic in- 
terest in the inmates is most gratifying to all who have to do 
with them. 


I am obliged to again report that, notwithstanding my 
personal urgent insistance that something be done towards 
using the beneficent legacy of Mr. Otis D. Shurtleff in the 
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erection of a suitable Memorial Home, no progress has been 
made during the year. I am more than chagrined that the 
citizens, aS a whole, seem to take so little interest in this pro- 
ject. 

The way matters now look, I estimate an appropriation 
of EIGHTEEN THOUSAND DOLLARS ($18,000.00) may be 
required for this Department for 1930.

Your Committee on Health takes pleasure in submitting 
its report for the year ending December 31, 1929. 


First, we wish to pay tribute to the late John McLeod who 
so willingly and ably cooperated with the Health Committee 
whenever called upon. It is also fitting at this time to com- 
mend the excellent services rendered the City by Dr. M. D: 
Lamb and Mr. Louis Dindo and Mr. James Dickie, who was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy of the deceased Mr. McLeod. 


During the early months of the year the Committee made 
an attempt to have the City’s garbage collected by indepen- 
dent collectors with little success. An agreement was en- 
tered into with nearby farmers to make this collection at a 
small weekly collection charge. This privilege was abused to 
such an extent that permission to make this charge was re- 
voked. There is no question but that there is a vital need for 
the City to collect the garbage of the householders if the num- 
ber of complaints that are received by the members of the 
Committee can be used as a criterion—and it is sincerely hoped 
- that the Finance Committee will see fit to incorporate in the 
budget for 1930 an appropriation of $5,000.00 which was re- 
ferred to’ it by vote of the City Council to see whether pro- 
vision for the collection of garbage by the City could be made. 


It is gratifying to note that the City has been remark- 
ably free from contagious diseases during the year.

It is my pleasure to submit the following report of the 
business of the office of City eee for the year ending 
December 31, 1929. 

The case of City of Barre vs Town of Bethel which was 
pending in Supreme Court at the close of 1928 was decided in 
favor of the City of Barre and fixed the liability for the pau- 
per Henry Adams upon the Town of Bethel. 

The case of City of Barre vs George Freitas referred to 
in my last annual report which was pending in Washington 
County Court on the date of that report has been settled by 
payment of the claim of the city in full and the case diston- 
tinued. This leaves the City of Barre entirely free from liti- 
gation at the present time. 


There has been an unusual amount of activity on the part 
of the Police Department in checking up violation of ordinan- 
ces relating to automobile traffic and there have been forty- 
four prosecutions for violation of traffic ordinances, all of 
which resulted in convictions. : 
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This office has been engaged in drafting quite a number 
of new ordinances, most of them relating to traffic, this year. 

The routine business of this office for the past year has 
been in general the same as before and it is impossible to re- 
port the details of the work done by the City Attorney as the 
great volume of the work is in consultations with various 
members of the city’ council and the department heads and 
negotiating the adjustment of matters which are referred to 
him for adjustment. 

Considerable work was done in checking titles to various 
real estate conveyances and rights involved in the recreation- 
al park project and also in closing up the rights of ‘way over 
Trow Hill and in acquiring title to land bordering the city’s. 
reservoir in Orange.

To the Honorable City Council of the City of Barre, Vt.: 


Gentlemen: 


We herewith submit the report of the Park Commission- 
ers for the year ending December 31, 1929. 


The parks have been taken care of as usual during the 
past year. At the City Park we have kept a full time man 
who has endeavored to keep the Memorial clean and keep the 
park in good condition. We have also installed two recept- 
acles for rubbish on this park, which help in a measure to keep 
this looking better. The center plot has been planted with 
flowers as usual and the benches painted and repaired. It 
was found that the joints in the Soldier's Memorial needed 
re-leading badly, and this has been taken care of. 


Both Currier and Elmwood Parks have been kept in very 
good condition, the bushes and trees having been pruned as 
usual. This year we have endeavored to take care of two ad- 
ditional small parks. One of these is on Seminary Street in 
front of the Presbyterian Church. Previously this has been 
covered with gravel and sand, and we have had this hauled 
away. ‘The plot has been reseeded and a pipe fence has been 
installed around this. Mr. W. D. Smith has generously offered 
to take care of this park for us if we would fix it up in con- 
dition so that he could do so. | 

Another small park that we also started to take care of 
this year is at the corner of Blackwell and Main Street. This 
was plowed, harrowed, and reseeded, and during the coming 
year we expect to make a great deal of improvement at this 
corner, which, we believe, is worth while inasmuch as this has 
always been an unsightly plot.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS

To the Honorable Board of School.Commissioners: 


I present herewith my fifteenth annual report, it being 
the thirty-fifth in the reports of the Superintendents of 
Schools of the City of Barre. 

Our enrollment for the fall term of 1929 in the elementary 
schools was 1510. The enrollment for the fall term of 1928 in 
the elementary schools was 1577. This decrease in numbers — 
is accounted for by another grade being opened in the Paro- 
chial School and by a much smaller eighth grade than last year. 
The eniollment in the eighth grade for the fall term of 1928 
was 230. Our enrollment this fall was 182. The total enroll- 


123 


ment for high and elementary schools for the fall term of 1929 
was 2205. The enrollment for the fall term of 1928 was 2228, 
a decrease of 23. 


Our registration in the fall term for high school was 695, 
an Increase of 44 over the registration for the fall term of 19- 
28. This increase is accounted for mainly by our large eighth 
grade in 1928 which went into high school this fall. The 
Freshman class of 1929 enrolled 39 more members during the 
fall term than we did in 1928. 


In our elementary schools we are employing one less 
teacher than last year. As stated above our smaller enroll- 
ment in the eighth grade caused us to employ five teachers 
this year where we had six last year. 


Two of our elementary teachers resigned last spring. Miss 
Isabel Mackie who had been a successful teacher in the sev- 
enth grade at Lincoln for ten years resigned to get married. 
Her place was filled by transferring Miss Josephine Albisetti 
from Spaulding eighth grade to Lincoln seventh. Miss Eleanor 
EK. Sweet who had been employed in our school system since 
1908 resigned to get married. Miss Sweet was a painstaking, 
faithful teacher throughout her service. Miss Sweet’s vacan- 
cy was filled by hiring Miss Cylena Morse of Bethel who had 
had several years’ experience in Bethel Graded Schools. Miss 
Morse was the only new teacher in our elementary system. 

We had four resignations in our High School. Miss Mary 
Tomasi who had been a teacher of French in our high school 
for eleven years resigned during the winter term to get mar- 
ried. Mrs. Ada Waugh Young finished out the year. Miss 
Hazel Tomasi with two years’ experience at Vergennes was 
engaged to fill the French vacancy. Mr. Horace Parker re- 
signed to accept a more lucrative position in Pennsylvania. 
His position was filled by hiring Mr. Olan Rand of Derry, New 
Hampshire with two years’ experience in Franklin, N. H. 
Mr. Lauraine Densmore resigned as teacher of mathematics 
and head coach after being here five years. He entered in- 
dustrial work. Mr. Joseph Williams of Exeter, N. H., was ap- 
pointed to carry on his work in mathematics. Mr. Dean Rowe 
after two years’ service here resigned to enter Life Insurance 
work. His work is carried on by Earl Hutchinson of Lynn, 
Mass., a graduate of Bates College with two years’ experience 
in teaching. Mr. Hutchinson was appointed assistant coach. 
Mr. Wilbur was made head coach when Mr. Densmore re- 
signed. 

Miss Elizabeth Larkin after one year’s service as Art 
Supervisor resigned to get married. Her place was filled by 
hiring Miss Ellen G. Weed a graduate of the Massachusetts 
School of Art. 
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In my report last year I mentioned the testing work we 
were doing in English. After our November testing the 
teachers used the results for remedial work. In May another 
form of the same test was used. The teachers were able to 
see in this way the result of their year’s work in English. The 
results of both tests were graphed and teachers had an op- 
portunity to study results from Grade IV through XII. 


In our County Spelling Contest last May held at Mont- 
pelier, Joan Ripper and Rena Villa of our school won first and 
second places in the contest. This entitled them to represent 
the County at the State Contest held in Burlington in Octo- 
ber. Joan Ripper won this contest bringing honor to herself 
and our schools. 

One of the most essential things to success in school work 
is regularity and punctuality in attendance. During the fall 
term our percentage of attendance for all schools was 96.43. 
In recent years a great deal has been written and said about 
character formation. Character is the outgrowth of habit. 
This regularity habit in attendance at school should follow 
the pupils throughout life. The development of character 
through right living is stressed by our school nurse and by all 
of our teachers through their work in hygiene classes. The 
habit side of character was brought to our High School and 
Kighth grade by Dean Seerley of Springfield College in a way 
that they never will forget. Daily recitations will be forgot- 
ten but some things in his address will remain with them 
throughout life. 

In High School and upper grades character is being de- 
veloped through sports. Each year more and more pupils are 
taking part in athletics. It pleased me very much this last 
fall to have our coach schedule two games for our second foot- 
ball team. This will encourage boys to go out for sports even 
though they are not able to make the first team. In basket- 
ball we have many boys’ and girls’ teams and our inter class 
games help to develop true sportsmanship. Character too is 
shown also by the way we take defeat. Through our work in 
Art a love of the beautiful is created. Wecould go on through 
many other studies and state ways in ‘which character was be- 
ing developed but in each one the important thing is work. 
Character is developed through work. This is one of the 
foundations for success in later life, willingness to work and 
work hard. 


Many of our teachers are having one activity period dur- 
ing the day when pupils can do those things which they enjoy 
doing. The parents have been very much interested in this 
work and have shown their cooperation in furnishing much 
material to work with. Where such work is carried on par- 
ents seem to be much more eager to visit school. Some one 
has asked in what fashion do the outcomes of an activity peri- 
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od make themselves apparent? This answer was given to this 
question at a recent conference: “The total of the outcomes of 
education is personality. <A child reveals his personality in 
what he says, in what he makes, draws or produces, in his bod- 
ily movements and gestures, in facial expressions, in laughter, 
tears and anger, 1n his reactions to social situations. Watch 
any group of children behaving naturally. A keen observer 
has no difficulty im judging many of the outcomes of the edu- 
cation of the individuals constituting the group.” This work 
is only beginning but it is being watched with keen interest. 

There are three additions to our school work which I hope 
we may have in our Barre Schools in the next few years,— 
kindergartens, manual training and physical education for 
boys and girls. 

I wish to express to the teachers of our City my apprecia- 
tion for their loyal support and continued effort in maintain- 
ing the excellent standing of our schools. I wish to thank 
the School Commissioners for their assistance in the year’s 
work.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF SPAULDING 
HIGH SCHOOL 


aces career 


To the Honorable Board of School Commissioners and the Su- 
perintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit to you my annual report as Principal of 
the High School. 


Since the opening of school last September 695 pupils 
have been enrolled in the high school. In past years the girls 
have outnumbered the boys by substantial margins but this 
year the boys have made a relative increase, there being 345 
boys and 350 girls. They have been classified as follows:

The freshman class is larger than usual owing to the ex- 
ceptionally large number graduating from the eighth grade of 
our city schools last June. This class helped materially to 
equalize the number of boys and girls as may be seen from the 
above membership. The per cent of attendance for the fall 
term was 97.3. 324 pupils were present at every school ses- 
sion and 257 of these had no tardy or dismissal marks. 


When the three year term of college entrance certificate 
privilege expired last year our school was again placed on the 
approved list of the New England College Entrance Certificate 
Board until 1932. This means that a pupil who graduates 
from Spaulding High School may without examinations enter 
almost any college in this section of the country which admits 
pupils on certification. In order to qualify for this privilege, 
however, a graduate must have taken certain subjects re- 
quired for college entrance and also have attained a sufficient- 
ly high scholarship rating in those subjects. Pupils graduat- 
ing from the academic course with pro merito standing are 
always eligible for college entrance as are the general course 
graduates of good standing, providing they have elected the 
subjects for which the college allows entrance credit. 


I find that 115 of our graduates of the last four years en- 
tered college or technical schools. This is nearly 25% of the 
whole number. In addition to these fully 30 others have con- 
tinued their education in business colleges or in secondary 
schools. At least 45 have taken teacher training courses most 
of whom are now engaged in teaching. The majority of our 
commercial course graduates are employed in offices in this 
city, Montpelier, or elsewhere. These facts tend to show that 
although our high school does not offer courses along strictly. 
vocational lines it is not failing to function successfully in 
stimulating ambition for higher education as well as in furn- 
ishing a background for the practical activities of useful liv- 
ing and employment. 

During the school year 1928-1929 forty-nine pupils earned 
the privilege of wearing the scholastic “S” having attained an 
average scholarship rating of at least 90. Thirty-five mem- 
bers of our present senior class have been elected to the honor- 
ary Society of Pro Merito. 
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In addition to such achievements as may pertain more or 
less directly to the subjects of the curriculum various extra 
curricular activities have been holding a prominent place in 
the school life. Among these are our school publications, mvs- 
ical clubs, work in dramatics,’ debating, athletics, etc. Al- 
though our athletic teams can not lay claim to any state cham- 
pionship titles they have made an excellent showing, and have 
ranked well up among the leaders in the various interschol- 
astic sports in which our school participates. 

We have had an able and efficient corps of teachers who 
have evinced a loyal spirit of interest and cooperation at all 
times. Without the teachers who manifest a keen interest 
in their work and who willingly give unstintingly of their 
time outside of regular class sessions in laboring with back- 
ward and oftentimes diffident pupils the work of the school 
year could not ‘have been accomplished so successfully as it has 
been done. 


I desire to express my sincere thanks to the teachers for 
their loyal support and to the Superintendent of Schools and 
Board of School Commissioners for their interest and coopera- 
tion which have contributed largely toward making the school 
year a successful one.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
EVENING DRAWING SCHOOL

To the Honorable Board of School Commissioners and Super- 
intendent of Schools: , 

In assorting the 1928-29 term studies for exhibition pur- 
poses, it was found that there were many more drawings made 
than could be shown, the counted total exceeding one thous- 
and. For this reason certain studies like mausoleum course 
plans had to be left in folders as most of the available table, 
wall, and partition spaces were completely covered. 


There were historic and modern ornamental details, al- 
phabets, applied lettering, head, plant and landscape, beside 
geometrical, monumental and architectural plates.. There 
were also studies in perspective, art and technical clay models. 
While no original products on the part of our students were on 
display, a steady increase of valuable basic studies gave suffic- 
ient proof of the fact that our school as such is growing in the 
direction of more thorough training facilities for those who 
desire to become superior artisans. 

The first day given to the enrollment. for the 1929-1930 
school year again brought to us'a much larger number of 
young men and women than could conveniently be accom- 
modated in two groups of which each is allowed to come on 
two alternate evenings. 

Mr. Donald C. Beede, our secretary-treasurer supplies the 
following data: Not counting the double course which sev- 
eral students wish to take, the total enrollment up to Decem- 
ber was 137 students, of which 16 were young women. While 
the average attendance per group and per week is 99 there are. 
evenings when the actual attendance falls considerably below 
the average but nevertheless remains higher than that of last 
year. Occupationally these students may roughly be divided 
as follows: Apprentice Granite workers 15; journeymen 6; 
apprentice draftsmen and other apprentices 24, draftsmen 3; 
miscellaneous occupations 36; public and high school students 
53. Besides the above given information I wish to state that. 
inclusive of six students who enrolled for a double course or 
four evenings per week the elementary drafting course has 
24 students; monumental drafting 10; lettering 22; architect- 
ural and other drafting in connection with same 16; diverse 
freehand drawing 68; and modeling up to December, three; 
making a total of 148. 
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Since the Christmas vacation several students have dis- 
continued for various reasons but their places have been filled 
either by those who had their names on the waiting list or 
others who came to enroll at a later date. A noticeable shift- 
ing in the selection of studies has taken place in the elemen- 
tary drafting and drawing department. Since the establish- 
ment of the Barre Vocational School day courses at the granite 
manufacturing plants, of which Mr. John E. Nelson has charge, 
our granite cutter apprentice enrollment has diminished. The 
majority of these who remain in our evening courses seem to 
be such as have not attended any elementary public schools in 
the United States and therefore do not understand English 
very well. As heretofore, however, such students have to at 
least in part get their problems explained in French, a few in 
Spanish, and occasionally one in Italian. On the other hand 
there was an exceptionally large enrollment in the freehand 
drawing course, so that even though the space not needed by 
the elementary drafting department was given over to stu- 
dents who are taking up historic oranment drawing there ex- 
ists a rather crowded seating condition. Thus Mr. Carlo Abate, 
sculptor, who teaches freehand drawing and art modeling 
could no longer give all students the necessary time. The 
average time of 6.6 minutes, which each of the four instruc- 
tors could have given to each student per evening was quite 
inadequate, when so much individual attention and instruc- 
tion is required. With five instructors even an average of 8.27 
minutes per student hardly seems enough to those who are 
sufficiently familiar with such art and technical training. 

The greatly diverging earlier education or lack of same, 
complicates matters as does irregularity of attendance which 
is not compulsory. 

Through your kindness the time question was reduced 
considerably by allowing another teacher to join the teaching 
staff. Miss Cosette Laffargo, who graduated from the teacher 
training course of the New England School of Design, was 
able to give four evenings per week to our school. Before go- 
ing to the above institution she attended a four year course in 
mechanical drawing at the Spaulding High School and had pri- 
vate instruction in drawing and painting under Mr. Abate, 
also perspective and similar drawing at the Barre Evening 
Drawing School. Thus she is well qualified as an art teacher 
and is familiar with our local needs and methods. 

The other remaining teachers are Mr. E. Conrad Sellberg, 
draftsman, who has charge of the architectural and other co- 
ordinate advanced drawing and Mr. W. Alfred McLeod, drafts- 
man, who teaches with Mr. Sellberg and takes over the stu- 
dents who come into the advanced dratting peers with 
its various subdivisions, 3 | 
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The undersigned initiates: the elementary students by 
teaching them projection drawing, geometrical problems and 
perspective, also technical clay work such as 1s given to our 
students in connection with diagram and blue print reading. 


Allow me to express my appreciation for the occasional 
visits of inspection by our Superintendent of Schools, mem- 
bers of the School Board, also Mr. Stanley J. Steward, State 
Supervisor of Instruction in Trades and Industries, as well as 
the parents of some of our younger students. 


This concludes the major part of what may be said about 
our Evening Drawing School. 
Thanking you and my co-instructors for all that makes 


my service in this school so pleasant and interesting, I here- 
by submit the above report.

BARRE VOCATIONAL SCHOOL

To the Honorable Board of School Commissioners and Super- 
intendent of Schools: 


_ _ Our third annual report for the Barre Vocational School 
indicates a continued extension of the work, which may be 
tabulated as follows: 


Present enrollment-= 2.78 ap Ge ee 45

* Twenty of these were beginners. 


The marked increases noted above may be accounted for 
largely in two ways: (1) A new instruction group was organ- 
ized. (2) More apprentices were employed by some of the 
firms cooperating in this training. A third factor, however, 
should be mentioned: while more entered, the number com- 
pleting their apprenticeship was nine, one less than that for 
the preceding calendar year, 
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_ A noticeable condition appears among the new appren- 
tices. The proportion of their number who were born in this 
country is 50 per cent greater than that of last year. Whether 
this fact has any significance or is simply a coincidence, it is 
too early yet to determine. 

The new instruction group, before mentioned, was started 
on January 24th. The classroom for this is provided by the 
firm of Marr & Gordon, whose apprentices with those of An- 
derson & Friberg make up the group. Except for these new 
additions, the manufacturers directly cooperating in this 
training program remain the same as for last year. 

Since we are now operating five different classes, distrib- 
uted about the city, we are approaching the limit of exten- 
sion possible without employing an additional instructor. 
One or two more firms might cooperate by sending their ap- 
prentices to groups already established, or the number em- 
ployed by those now identified with the program might be 
slightly increased; but the starting of any more classes would 
require the part-time services of one more instructor. It is 
earnestly hoped that in some way this may be made possible. 

In the early Fall of this year, the bulletin, “Granite-Cut- 
ting’’, was issued by the Federal Board for Vocational Educa- 
tion. This is a great help in our work, and has proven of in- 
terest to journeymen of the craft as well. As the sugges- 
tions contained in this book are applied some changes in our 
present instruction material must be made; and also many 
new text and assignment sheets must be prepared. 

A review of this bulletin was ‘written by request for the 
December issue of the trade magazine, “Granite”. Many in- 
quiries from other localities and school departments concern- 
ing this program at Barre have been answered. At least two 
such granite centers are seriously considering the organization 
of training programs similar to ours this coming year. With 
these it is expected that a worthwhile interchange of ideas 
may result. 

Again I wish to express my gratitude for the cooperation 
and encouragement extended to this school. Cea

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In the music schedule this year the grades are all in ad- 
vance of the work which had been covered at this time last 
year. I have had very fine cooperation from the teachers and 
the pupils. 

The Rhythmic Bands are being used as a reward for good 
work in the regular schedule. The Grade Orchestras are be- 
ing led by senior members of the Spaulding Orchestra under 
my supervision. This results in more practice time for the 
orchestras and will give the pupils acting as directors credit in 
most schools where they will go to continue their musical 
studies. 


The Eighth Grades have Orchestra and Glee Club this year 
and the usual assemblies. 


The High School Glee Clubs intend to give another Oper- 
etta and the Orchestra is planning to attend the State Con- 
test. as last year. The Girls’ Glee Club is much larger and is 
doing better work than last year. The High School Chorus 
meets each week and the Orchestra has grown from seven- 
teen to forty-two members. This has made it necessary to 
have a string practice and one for the brass and wind each 
week as well as the regular rehearsals for all. 

The Glee Clubs and Orchestras have answered many calls 
from different activities in the city and have helped on their 
programs as well as their regular work on the school program. 

I am hoping it will be possible to begin some Music Ap- 
preciation in the schools the last half of the year as I find so 
much natural ability among the pupils I think they are ready 
for more advanced development in the understanding of Pro- 
gram Music. 


We have new chairs for the Spaulding Orchestra and new 
music needed for the All Vermont Orchestra and the State 
Contest. The members of the orchestra and I wish to express 
our thanks and appreciation for these aids to our work. 


Last year two members of the orchestra went to Boston 
as members of the All New England High School Orchestra

REPORT OF ART SUPERVISOR 


O 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Supervisor of 
Art in the schools of Barre, Vermont. 


The work this year has been approached with a view of 
giving the child a deeper appreciation of beauty, and a keener 
observation of the things he sees about him every day. The 
Vermont State Course of Study and the trend of recent. con- 
ventions have been kept in mind. 

Every child is not an artist in the sense of draughtsman- 
ship, yet through drawings something that belongs to the 
artist enters into him. Things that he has only half seen be- 
fore become vital to him because he has drawn them. 


Our work has been mainly creative expression, using stor- 
ies, incidents, and daily activities to stimulate drawing. Coi- 
ored crayons have been the graphic medium used throughout 
the first seven grades. 

In the eighth grades watercolors have been introduced. 
With these, greater freedom and more spontaneous results are 
insured because the first stroke of the brush must be decisive 
and final. There is always a freshness of spirit in the brillian- 
ey of achild’s watercolor drawing. <A study oscolor relations 
was first taken up and since then an extensive course in free 
brush creative design has been carried out. 

In the High School, where the work is optional, an at- 
tempt has been made to answer the need of the individual, 
whenever interest has demanded it. The course has been one 
‘in freehand drawing, and copying has been discouraged in the 
interests of original work. Drawings in light and shade have 
been made from ornamental casts, in chalk on dark paper, and 
in charcoal. We have tried pencil, pastel, and watercolor 
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technique, drawing from decorative groups of actual objects. 
Real talent has been discovered in some cases and encouraged 
whenever possible. 

Creative design will be carried throughout the grades and 
later large illustrations to be used as decorative friezes will 
be made. <A course in picture study and art appreciation will 
be taken up in the eighth grades. . The making of silhouettes, 
and posters, and some craft work ‘will be carried on in the 
high school as the year goes on. 

A small Assyrian boy in one of the cities first grades was 
drawing a picture with the sky init. I had mentioned “blue 
sky” and forthwith blue skies blossomed forth on every pic- 
ture but this particular child’s. His picture showed a sky 
vivid with crude streaks of red, orange and yellow. When 
questioned he explained, “Oh, but that’s how I’ve seen the 
sky look from my house, and I like it that way, it’s pretty !” 
Here is a child, hardly more than a baby, ‘with “a bit of the 
artist in him,” and it is this spirit which makes living more 
colorful that we hope to find in every child through his ex- 
perience in art education. 


In conclusion may I thank the Superintendent and tea- 
chers for their interest and cooperation.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
Was Say S 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Although the numerous and varied duties of the school 
nurse are now a regular part of the public school curriculum 
in the City of Barre, there may still be a lack of knowledge 
of the details. In a comparatively brief report of this char- 
acter it is impossible to go into much detail. Parents, how- 
ever, and all others interested in the physical welfare of 
Barre’s school children are cordially invited to seek supple- 
mentary information from the school nurse at any time. 
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Except for the prevalence of whooping cough in the early 
months of 1929 there has been an unusual degree of freedom 
from contagious diseases in the past year. Even measles and 
chicken-pox were quite conspicuous by their absence. There 
were a few cases of mumps. To date the schools have fortu- 
nately escaped the smallpox which has developed in two or 
three Washington County towns. It is impossible to escape 
the conclusion that increased attention to personal clean- 
liness has been helpful in thwarting the inroads of contagion. 

Dental inspections have been confined to first grade child- 
ren. There would be real cause for general rejoicing if a 
dental dispensary service were available to all students. A 
ereat deal of suffering and incidental complications could be 
averted if every child of school age in our city were receiving 
adequate dental attention. 

In the year just closed a number of senior girls in the high 
school,domestic science pupils, completed special courses in 
elementary home nursing and hygiene and received diplomas. 
Work of this kind will soon be resumed among the girls who 
are completing their high school education in June. 

Throughout the year your school nurse has been partic- 
ularly impressed and encouraged by the steady cooperation of 
the teaching staff. Their interest and sympathy has been 
eratifyingly reflected in the wholehearted assistance received 
from the superintendent, the city health officer and the par- 
ents.

AMENDMENT TO CHAPTH®R XLVI OF CITY ORDINANCES 


Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Barre, as 
7 follows : 

Chapter XLVI of the Ordinances of the City of Barre is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 1. Section 54 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : 


sec. 53. The Police Committee of the Board of Aldermen 

is hereby granted power to adopt such rules and regulations 
for the control of all vehicular traffic, including the right to 
designate one way streets or ways, as shall receive the appro- 
val of the Board of Aldermen or City-Council. All such rules 
and regulations shall be first proposed in writing by a major- 
ity of the Police Committee and submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen at a regular or special meeting of said Board of Al- 
dermen or City Council. When such rules and regulations 
have been approved by the Board of Aldermen or City Coun- 
cil, said rules and regulations shall be published for ten con- 
secutive days , not including Sunday in a newspaper having a 
daily circulation within the City of Barre. 


This publication notice shall also contain the date of the 
approval of said rules and regulations by the Board of Alder- | 
men or City Council. 

Section 2. Section 6 is amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 6. The Police Committee shall have the power, sub- 
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ject to the approval of the City Council or Board of Aldermen, 

to establish Electric Flashing Stop Lights, with a red light 
fiash which shall forbid traffic during such time as the red 
light is shown, and a green light flash indicating that traffic 
may pass while said green light is visible. After the erec- 
tion of any such Electric Flash Light by the Police Committee 
and approved by the Board of Aldermen or City Council, no 
person shall drive any vehicle or walk past any light while the 
same is displaying a red hight toward the direction from which 
said vehicle or person is proceeding. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding One Dollar and costs 
of prosecution. 

Section 3. Section 7 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : 

Sec. 7, The Police Committee shall have power to desig- 
nate places on or parts of streets where vehicles shall not be 
parked of left standing unattended and such places or parts of 
streets shall be marked by the Police Committee “No Park- 
ing,’ either by suitable signs at both ends of the designated 
space of by painting upon the street “No Parking” within the 
area of the places designated. 

Section 4. Section 8 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : 

Sec, 8. No person shall park or leave standing unattended 
any vehicle within the limits of a street marked “No Parking” 
by the Police Committee as provided by Sec. 7 of this Chapter. 


Section 5. Section 9 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : | 

Sec. 9. No person shall wilfully tear down, injure or de- 
face any sign or painting placed on any part of any street as 
provided by Sec. 7 of this Chapter. 

Section 6. Section 10 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : . 


Sec. 10. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the 
foregoing Sections, except Section 6, shall for a first convic- 
tion thereof be punished by a fine not exceeding five dollars 
and costs of prosecution. For all subsequent convictions 
within one year of the first conviction such person shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars and costs 
of prosecution. The City Judge or any Justice of the Peace 
before whom a person may be convicted of a violation of any 
Section of this Chapter may suspend the imposing of a fine 
and place said person on probation for three months.

CHAPTER XLIX OF CITY ORDINANCES 
Rejating to Roller Skating Rinks. 
Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Barre, as 
follows :
